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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claim 1 recites a method for molding a plastic strip onto the edge of an anode or 
cathode sheet wherein the method comprises fitting the sheet into a die space and 
feeding plastic material into said die space while the sheet moves in relation to the die 
so as to adhere a plastic strip of material to the sheet edge. Claim 1 recites steps of 
heating the die space and sheet edge while moving, pre-heating the sheet edge to a 
temperature of at least 10-200C warmer than the temperature of the plastic material fed 
into the die space, and steering cooling air flow onto the outer surface of the produced 
strip. The combination of preheating the sheet edge and then direct cooling of the 
plastic outer surface causes non-uniform hardening of the molded plastic strip resulting 
in a constriction about the edge for improved adhesion. The prior art of record does not 
teach a combined pre-heating and cooling process for molding a plastic strip onto a 
anode or cathode sheet edge. In Marttila, a stationary mold is employed and is 
detached only after solidifying the molded strip onto the anode/cathode. There is not 
teaching or suggestion to employ a heating and cooling step or to induce a preferential 
hardening of the strip. Hanai is discloses a motivation for preheating step for the sheet; 
however, Hanai teaches that the purpose of the heating is to ensure that the extruded 
materials are substantially uniformly solidified ([0068]). Hanai also fails to teach heating 
the sheet 10-200C warmer than the plastic material. The prior art of record fails to teach 
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or suggest a method for coating the edge of an anode/cathode wherein a combination 
of sheet preheating and strip cooling steps are employed as claimed.
